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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

Non-initialed and/or non-dated alterations have been made to the oath or declaration. See 
37 CFR 1.52(c). 

It does not identify the mailing address of each inventor. A mailing address is an address 
at which an inventor customarily receives his or her mail and may be either a home or 
business address. The mailing address should include the ZEP Code designation. The 
mailing address may be provided in an application data sheet or a supplemental oath or 
declaration.

It does not identify the foreign application for patent or inventors certificate on which 
priority is claimed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.55, and any foreign application having a filing 
date before that of the application on which priority is claimed, by specifying the 
application number, country, day, month and year of its filing. 

Obviously, the serial number has been altered to identify the application of which the 
declaration is to form a part and this is improper and cannot be accepted. 

Further, it is not clear how applicants can make the statement "No application for patent 
or inventor's certificate thereon has been filed by us or our legal representatives or assigns in any 
country foreign to the United States" can be made when application 0019136.1 was filed August 
4, 2000 in the United Kingdom and upon which a claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 119 was 
make in a paper received in the Office on January 28, 2002. 
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Correction of Inventorship 

The request to correct the inventorship of this nonpro visional application under 37 CFR 

1.48(a) is deficient because: 

An oath or declaration by each actual inventor or inventors listing the entire inventive 
entity has not been submitted in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 as indicated above. 

A 37 CFR 3.73(b) submission has not been received to support action by the assignee. 
Further, the signing of the assent by assignee by Mr. Hall is not acceptable because his 
title of Managing Director does not clearly set forth Mr. Hall as an officer of the assignee 
and he is therefore not presumed to have authority to sign the submission on behalf of the 
assignee. Applicant has therefore failed to properly establish consent of the assignee. 
See MPEP 324. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

Claims 1, 4-14, 16, 18 and 21-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the 
applicant did not invent the claimed subject matter. Applicant has submitted evidence to indicate 
that a Mr. Kevin Brown was also an inventor of the subject matter of this application. Since Mr. 
Brown is not part of the inventive entity of this application, and applicant has supplied evidence 
that he did not himself invent the subject matter sough to be patented, this rejection is made. All 
claims lack novelty because the inventive entity of this application, Mr. Mark Caldwell, did not 
himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented.
